Having  overcome  a  first-game  loss  to  Iittlefield,  the  Lady  Bulldogs  went  on  through  an  18  game  schedule, 
losing  only  one  more  game. 

They  went  into  the  tournament  in  a  first  place  tie  with  Barnesville. 

The  Bulldogs' 
point-total  was  relatively  dependent  upon  them  but  forward  Nancy  Foley  set  up  the  plays  and  contributed  her 
share  of  the  markers.    In  the  back  court  Co-Captain  Irene  Berdeau  led  her  crew  of  Daphne  Wilkins  and  Maynette 
Regan,  one  of  the  best  defensive  trios  in  the  county. 

Another  girl  who  saw  a  lot  of  defensive  action  was  Pam  Collins,  while  Barbara  Walters  got  the  first  call  as  a 
reserve  forward. 

This  team's  success  in  large  measures  attributed  to  Coach  Odell  Boyte  whose  patience  and  confidence  in  his 
girls  was  indispensable  to  the  team.
